TUK nKA.OOUN DI KS AT HA WTHOKNB. 

Jockey Mitchell was the canae of an ugly- 
looking accident, at Hawthorne yeaterday that 
reaulted in the death of The Draaoon, a bad fall 
for Kiatne, and came within an aca of killing 
jockeys Vititoe and Sheppard. 

The mix-np oscarred directly in front of the 
stand, midway between the eighth and six- 
teenth poata, and conaeqaently in full view of 
the crowd. Kiama was the first one to go down 
and when The Dragoon tamed a eomeraaalt 
over her the occnpants of the stand scresniad 
with fright. 

When the dust cleared away jockeys Vititoe 
and Sheppard lay motionieas and for an instant 
it looked as though both had been killed. 
About ten feet away from the lx>ya The Dra- 
goon lay dead with a broken neck. 

Sheppard was just stunned and was soon able 
to walk to the dressing room. Vititoe, how- 
ever. was badly shaken up and was carried 
away from the track unconscious. 

Here is how the accident happened. De- 
fender II. was racing in front close to the rail, 
Next to him was Eitboliu and lapped on him 
were Kisme and Lillian Keed. At toe head of 
the stretch Tillie W, started to move up rapidly 
on the outside, and Mitchell, over-anxious to 
win a race, let the filly’s head drop aud went to 
bis whip. This made Tillie W. swerve, and 
before Mitchell could straighten her out. sue 
coUidi d with Kisuie and she in turn Camped 
into Eitholiu. The hor,<es were all together aud 
in the jam Kisine gut her feet tangled aud fell. 
The Dragoon took a header over her. Mitchell 
went on With Tillie W. and won the race from 
Defeoder 11., with Eitholiu, who went to his 
kneas in the jam, third. Foul was claimed 
agaiust Mitchell and Tillie W. by Jones, who 
rode Eiiholin. but it was not allowed. 

Barring the accident the day’s sport was 
ideal. Close fiuisbes were the order and every 
winning horse was pressed to the limit. 

Salvable's victory and Tommy Barns’ exc !• 
lent tide on him was the best bit of racing. Salv- 
able ran in that popular owner Pat Dnone’s 
name bat in Louis Ezell’s colors. He looked 
fit and good and all tne “knowing ones" saM 
that he was ready. Consequently be was backed 
from 2 to 1 down to 7 to 5. Those who thought 
Balvable was ready were far from bjing correct. 
Barns never rode a better lace. He got a ron- 
ning start and then placed the horse, who was 
qaiie rank, cleverly in behind Foand. After 
going the first half mile Barns moved up aad 
feit of Found, and seeing that he hela her safe 
he then turned bis attention to Qreat Band 
who was lying third. The wily Tummy went 
a bit wide on the far turn inviting Vititoe, who 
rode Great Bend, up into a pocket. Vititoe bit 
nicely and when he was half way tnrongh 
Burns palled iu ou him aud ebarply shut him 
off. This naturally caused Vititoe to take back 
and incidently cost him the race, for by the 
time Great Bend got into his stride again dalv- 
able was f sir a way with a winning lead. Through 
the stretch baivable got very tired bat by clever 
Maud riding Burns managed to nnrse him along 
aud lauded a nock in front of Great Bead, who 
finished very strong. It was a pretty contest 
and Burns and Baivable came iu tor a hearty 
round of applanse. 

Defiance and Maurice VV’, had ahittieroyal 
for first place in the last race. The pair 
booked up at the head of the stretch and from 
there to the stand fongbt hard fur every inch 
•f ground. Dugan probably outrode Nate Hill 
a trifle and Defiance got the verdict by a nose, 

Fidel Y-mlin at 30 to 1 proved to be the lucky 
•ne of the Bevente>n maidens that started in 
the first race and she won in a drive by three- 
Qoarters of a length from The Lady. 



Considerable speed was centered in the sec- 
ond race, at three-qaarters of a mile, and Bly, 
well bandied by Nate Hill, won driving by a 
length from H. 8. Tobacco. The first part of 
this race was run very fast. Harry Duke and 
H. B. Tobacco stepped the half iu 481 spconde and 
the five furlongs in 1:011. This cooked Harry 
Dnke’^ goose, and he eventually fini^ed last. 

W. Dean managed to get Erla d’Or off in front 
in the five and one-half furlongs two-year-old 
race, and, keeping her iu a good position the 
entire ronte, managed to make her win after a 
fierce drive from Yoloco. The Ist'er was pock- 
eted and general'y poorly handled. Otherwise 
he would have won. He finished very strong. 

After winning the last race Defiance was run 
up $100 over his entered price of $200 by O. P. 
Romigh. Pat Civill let him go for the $300.

Up to her signal triumph yesterday there 
was nothing to inoicate that Indian Fairy 
was equal to winning in such company, her 
only previons success having bsea the capture 
of a parse lace for maiden fillies at Gravesend, 
September 25. Before that she had started in 
four races withoat success, running stcoud 
once, third once and twice nnplacad. The two 
placed horses in the Futurity that ran in the 
Matron, Brigadier and Wmdmere, by ruuning 
anplaced in the latter, cast discredit on the 
form of the richest of all onr events fur two- 

year-olds.

IMP’S CAMPAIGN. 

When Imp won the Oriental Handicap at 
Gravesend last Saturday, it was said that she 
would be raced no more this year. This is evi- 
dently the belief at Cbillicotbe. A dispatch 
from that quiet little city to tbe Ciocinnati En- 
quirer of Monday, said: 

“That peerless little racing mare Imp closed 
her season yesterday at Shsep^bead Bay, and 
if present plans are carried out will reach home 
Wednesday to spend the winter on tbe Bross man 
farm, east of town. Elaborate preparations 
are being made f r her reception, which will be 
the biggest thing of the kind that has ever 
taken pla^ehere. X brass band has been engaged 
to bead the 'procession, and following it will 
come Imp, decorated with wreaths and fiowers. 
Following her will come a number of open 
carriage*, occupied by bar owner, trainer and 
-prominent hors-^men here, and Imp’s brother, 
Crasnder who is expected to be one of the sen- 
sations of nr xt season, will come next. Other 
fast horses will bs in the pr.jcession, which 
will be closed by a float bearing the immense 
floral horseshoe presented to ‘Uncle’ Dan Har- 
ness by tbe Coney Island Jockey Club. The 
procession will proceed through the principal 
sireatr, and there will be a number of addresses 
by well-known men. It is snggested that Imp 
bs taken to tbe fair gronnd track and pnt 
throngh a trial parformano, tbe proceeds to 
go to the City Hospital, bat it is not known 
positively whether this will be done. 

‘‘Imp’s record for the past season his been a 
phenomenal one, and her winnings have aggre- 
gated $10,003. Evan if she is retire! from the 
tnrf with this season, her record is one that has 
never been approached. She is yet in her prime, 
being only five years old, and should be able to 
develop greater endata..C3 than ever next sea- 
son, bnt her owner is in favor of keeping her fit 
home for breeding purposes, in tbe belief that 
her get could aweoi> all the tracks in tbe coun- 
try in a few yeais. Her trainer, Mr. Charles 
Broseman, it is nnderstood, ia in favor of 
taking her to Englaud next year to compete in 
the b.g races there, and no decision will be 
finally reached until be arrives here and tbe 
matter can bs tuoroughly discassed. Tbe for- 
mal reception to Imp will probably take place 
Tharsday afternoon, although it may bs post- 
poned to Saturday, when all her cunntry admit 
era can come to town to see her. Toe line of 
march will be decorated in her honor, and every 
effoit will ba made to render her recep<iun 
worthy of the greatest racehorse of the season." 

Tbe prupusao celebratiej is something nniqne 
and amasi..g but pr< bab y any other rural 
eommouity would taka an equal measure of 
pride in tha local possession of such a famous 
horse. 

Imp, this year, has started in tbirty-oue races, 
of which she has won tbirteec, been stcuud in 
three, third in six and unpiacei iu nine.. Her 
total net win ;.iugs for tha season are $30,473. 
Her first start was at Washington, D. C., April 
8, aud she ran unplaced to Bean Ideal, Impera- 
tor and Alice Farioi'. April 12 she won a purse 
at a mile aud a sixteen. h wiih Alice Farley sac- 
on!. Than she was taken to Nev York and 
was beaten in six cuusecative races before she 
scored. Her first success wat iu a puree 
race at Morris i’ark for which she defeated 
Gioooiue ana uiber platers. Tneu with 110 
pounds up she was started for the Hrjoklyu 
Handicap, and finished next to last. She now 
b.-gan to improve, aud before the mestingclosid 
poll d off two parse races in fast time from fair 
h< Tees. In her next essay she electrified tha 
racing world by wibning tbe Suburban Handi- 
cap, setting a new record for the race and up- 
setting tbe idea that a mare cunld nut win that 



particular rece. She carried bat 114 pounds. In 
her next fonr essays she was beaten, but on the 
ot>eniug dey at Brighton Beach she won the 
Brighton Handicap from Ethelbert, Bangle 
and other good ones, doing tbe mile and 
a quarter in 2:03^, with 115 pounds in 
tbe saddle. This was her richest stake success, 
tbe event netting $8,420. After that Imp was 
topweighl in all handicaps and that honor led 
her to accnmulate some defeats, bat she con- 
trived to win the Islip Stakes, Ocean Stakes, 
Turf Handicap, First Special, Second Special 
and The Oriental Handicap, and acquired the 
w ell-earned repntation of being tbe greatest race 
mare this conntry has ever produced. No 
wonder tbe good people ( f Chillicothe, O., are 
prepared to jnbilate when she returns to her 
home in their midst. 



GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

A new racetrack in this vicinity is among tbe 
possibilities for tbe next season. The project 
is being engineered by C. A. Tilles, who has 
peifected bis plsns pretty well. Mr. Tilles’ 
plans call for a first-class racing plant, tha 
aggregate cost of which will be about $300,000. 
Several sites for tbe proposed track are nnder 
consideration, and as soon as the deal for tbe 
land is consummated the organization of the 
company that is to bnild and eqaip tbe new 
track will be completed. 

C. A. Tilles and bis partners, Sam W. Adler 
and Louis A. Celia, will be tbe leading spirits in 
tha new enterprise, although it is Mr. Tilles’ 
intention to try and distribnte a large share of 
the stock in the new track among prominent 
western horsemen. With tbe prominent owners 
sharing in the profits of tbe track, Mr. Tilles 
and his associates feel a-tsnred of their active 
snpport. According to Mr. Tilles, the Messrs. 
Cahn and other well-known owners have already 
exprassed their willingness to snbscriba for 
stock in tbe new track. 

“Tbe track will be operated under tha provi- 
sions of the Breeders’ act, which permits ninety 
days of racing aunnally on a regnlation mile 
track,” said Mr. Tilles last night. “Wa believe 
that there is plenty of room for two tracks in 
St. Louis, hot we have no idea of clashing with 
the Fair Qroands. An equal division of tba 
raciog dates is all we ask, and each track can 
run off its ninety days, or whatever the allot- 
ment is, between April and October. Wa have 
no fear of anti-raciogSlegislation ib Miesonri. 
The sport is too popnlar with tbe public 
to permit of any farther legislative tinker- 
ing with it. Winter racing and tbe pool- 
room evil were responsible for tbe wave 
of public sentiment against the sport that 
swept over the country several years ago. Since 
then tbe sport has been legi'imatieed in New 
York, Missenri and other states. We will cater 
to the best horsemen inltbe country by offering 
Lotbing less than $4C0 purses and nothing but 
added-mocey stakes. Classic events will ba es- 
tablished and we intend to add no less than 
$1,G00 to all our stakes.” 

Mr. Tilles is the* leeding stockholder of tha 
Little Rock racetrack aud both be and hie 
partners, Celia and Artier, were formerly identi- 
fied with the Sonih Side and Madison race- 
track ventures. The firm bad tha fleid book 
privileges at tbe Fair Groands last season.— St. 
Louts Repnblic.
